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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 
Non-elected claims 25-33 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 2 and 14: The prior art of record neither shows nor 

suggests an ordered crystalline lead layer wherein a B2 crystalline structure of said lead is 
epitaxially matched to a crystalline structure of a hard bias layer, and wherein said hard bias 
layer is composed of a cobalt alloy. 

Regarding independent claims 7 and 19: The prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests a hard bias/lead structure at side areas of sensor layers, including an electrical lead layer 
having ordered crystalline structure selected from the group consisting of B2, Llo, Lli, L22 and 
DO3. 

Regarding independent claims 8 and 20: The prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests a hard bias/lead structure at side areas of sensor layers, including an ordered crystalline 
electrical lead layer comprising a material selected from the group consisting of NiAl, CiiAu, 
CusAu, NiaAl and FesAL 
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Regarding independent claims 9 and 2 1 : The prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests an electrical lead layer comprising a NiAl alloy and is deposited directly on said hard 
bias layer.
